1 . Applicant has submitted a declaration dated 10/7/08 and signed by Kawahara. In 
conjunction with the declaration of Kawahara dated 12/20/07, applicant has 
demonstrated unexpectedly superior heat resistance obtained with lubricating oils 
comprising the claimed diester and antioxidants in comparison with lubricating oils 
comprising diesters outside the scope of the current claim. The claims have been 
amended to make the scope of the claims commensurate with the ranges for which the 
unexpected results reported in the declarations are apparent to one of ordinary skill in 
the art.
